(ii) communicate to Lilly any facts known to us or them relating to such inventions or the 
history thereof; (iii) execute preliminary statements and testify in any interference 
proceedings, litigation discovery proceedings and depositions, oppositions, cancellation 
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proceedings, litigation discovery proceedings and depositions, oppositions, cancellation 
proceedings, priority contests, public use proceedings, administrative agency proceedings, 
litigation and other court actions and the like; (iv) execute and deliver any application papers, 
affidavits, declarations, assignments, or other instruments; and (v) do all other acts which, in 
the opinion of counsel for Lilly, may be necessary or desirable to secure the grant of Letters 
Patent and related intellectual property to Lilly or its nominees, in the United States and in all
